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In early June 10,000 troops from south Fukien were moving via Iboehov toward 
Hanging (118-08, 26-39). In mid-June approximately 20,000 troops were moving 
south from IJanp'ing along the Foochow-Amoy highway. About 3,000 poorly- 
25X1X equipped troops have arrived along the highway, north of Amoy. 

2. On 3 July 2,400 prisoners released by the Central Twangtung Commissioner* s 
Office on 30 June and 1 July were sent via water from Chlangmen (113-06, 

22- 34) to Sanshul (112-54, 23-08) from where they will be sent northward by 
train. Central Kvangtung authorities state that they are being given a 
chance to redeem themselves for past misdeeds by doing hard labor. 

3. About 3*300 starving people were sent forcibly to explol t tungsten mines in 
Tajru (114-19 , 25-30) from the following hslen: Yingte (113-21, 24-12), 
Ch’ingyuan (113-01, 23-44), Juyuan (113-04, 24-40), Ch'uchlang (113-33. 

24-50), Shihhslng (114-03, 25-02), and Banhslung (114-1?, 25-13)- 

4. About 3,500 starving people were sent forcibly to reclaim waste land in 
Tlngnan (114-50, 24-37), Lungnan (114-34, 24-44), and Ch'iennan (114-22, 

24-44) from Huiyang (114-26, 23-05), Polo (114-17, 23-09). Tsengch'eng 
(113-49 , 23-16), Lungch* uan (115-16, 24-02), Lungmen (114-04, 23-46), 

Kaifeng ( 115-20 , 22-58). and Llenp»ln« (114-31, 24-18). 

5- During February and larch over 7,000 former Nationalist Government employees 
and their dependents emigrated from the Kvangtung coast to Anyuan (115-05, 
24-53) and Hsubwu (115-29* 24-5?) In south Ki&ngsi to reclaim waste land*. 

6. The Chinese Communists are planning to emigrate 200,000 people from South 
China to Kiangsi and 300,000 others in another group by June. In addition, 
200,000 residents of the following Kvangtung coastal areas are to be moved 
to south Kiangsi: Ch*aochou, Swatow, Shanwei (115-22, 22-47)* Chengbai 
(116-44, 23-29), llanao (117-06, 23-22), Haifeng, Lufeng (115-38, 22-53) * 
P 6 aoan (113-56, 22-32), Huiyang, Bias Bay, Tungkuan (113*46, 23-02), and 
T’&ipHng (112-46, 22-53) • All 32,000 residents of Hal shantao (116- , 

23- ) will be moved to Kiangei Province.
